6. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: 

The prior art made of record does not teach, make obvious, or suggest the claim 
limitations as of the date of invention in 1998. The claims use a tree structure of 
networked elements. It uses identifiers that have multiple components for the 
data and the device, which are updated with current locations of the devices. 
The key invention is that the child will ask for data and the single request will go 
up the tree until the location is found. That location is then returned to the child, 
which can then request the data from the location. The child does not ever need 
to make more than two requests to get the data no matter how much the data 
moves. Therefore, this combination of elements as described in the claim 
language is allowable over the prior art. 

The dependent claims, being further limiting to the independent claims, definite 
and enabled by the Specification are also allowed.
